A small  nuriber  of  USDA  employees  paid  for  the  series  or  for  4th  injections 
and  did  not  receive  them.  If  you  are  one  of  these,  you  should  contact  the 
Health  Unit,  CSS  Commodity  Office  and  receive  the  injections. 


This  program  is  stiH  sponsored  by  the  USDA  Club  at  the  cost  of  $.50 
injection.  The  vaccine  is  given  by  authorization  from  Dr.  R.  B.  Wolford, 
Regional  Medical  Officer,  U.S.  Civil  Service  Commission.
